U 7 HERE AS  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  the  Corpo- 
ration of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to  form  a Board 
of  Park  Commissioners  for  the  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  Stanley  Park,  situate  in  the  said  City  of 
Vancouver,  and  Hastings  Park,  situate  in  Hastings 
Townsite,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and 
all  public  parks  situate  in  the  City  of  Vancouver  ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
tlie  City  of  Vancouver,  as  follows  : — 

1.  A Board  of  Park  Commissioners  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  improvement  of  all  public  parks  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  City  of  Vancouver,  whose  members 
I shall  possess  the  qualifications  hereinafter  appearing, 
shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  set  out,  and  shall  hold 
office  for  a period  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  their 
election,  excepting  the  Board  first  elected  who  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

2.  The  persons  qualified  to  be  elected  as  Park  Com- 
missioners shall  possess  the  same  qualifications,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  disqualifications,  as  provided  for 
in  the  case  of  an  Alderman  of  the  said  City  in  the 
“Vancouver  City  Incorporation  Act,  1886,”  and  Acts 
amending  the  same. 

3.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  elec- 
tion, excepting  those  first  elected,  who  shall  hold 
office  until  their  successors  are  appointed  at  the  elec- 
tion to  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  election  of 
Aldermen  for  the  said  City  for  the  year  1892. 

4.  Candidates  for  membership  on  the  Board  shall  be 
nominated  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  for  in  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  Aider- 
men  in  the  City  of  Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  and 
Acts  amending  the  same,  excepting  those  first  nom- 
inated, who  shall  be  nominated  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

5.  The  election  of  candidates  shall  be  held  and  car- 
ried out  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as 
provided  for  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  Aldermen, 
as  set  out  in  the  City  of  Vancouver  Incorporation  Act, 
and  Acts  amending  the  same,  excepting  the  first  elec- 
tion which  shall  be  held  as  hereinafter  provided. 

6.  The  first  nomination  for  members  of  the  said 
Board  under  this  by-law  shall  be  held  on  Wednesday 
the  14th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1890,  and  an  election,  in 
case  a poll  be  demanded,  shall  be  held  on  Wednesday, 
the  21st  day  of  May,  A.D.  1890. 

7.  The  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  the 
place  or  places  for  taking  the  vote  of  the  electors,  and 
appoint  the  Deputy  Returning  Officers  to  take  the  said 
votes,  and  the  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  all  mat- 
ters as  to  qualification  of  voters  and  manner  of  elec- 
tion as  provided  for  in  the  election  of  Aldermen  of  the 
said  City,  asset  out  in  the  “Vancouver  City  Incor- 
poration Act,  1886,”  and  Acts  amending  the  same.

10.  The  said  Board  shall  be  empowered  to  expend 
such  a sum  of  money  yearly  as  may  be  voted  for  that  j 
purpose  by  the  Council  of  the  said  City. 

11.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  enter  into 
contracts  not  to  exceed  the  amounts  voted  for  each 
park,  and  to  make  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  its 
own  proceedings. 

12.  Section  81,  sub-sections  7 and  8,  of  By-Law  No. 
32,  is  hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  parks.

2.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such  sums  ol 
money  as  may  lie  required,  but  not  for  less  than  $100 
each,  sueli  debentures  to  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  City. 

It.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  date  the  1st  day 
of  July,  1S*.)0,  and  shall  lie  made  payable  in  lifty  years 
at  furthest  from  the  said  date,  and  the  same  may  be 
payable  in  any  placd or  places  authorized  by  law,  as 
may  bo  agreed  upon  between  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers thereof  and  the  said  Mayor,  and  the  said  de- 
bentures shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons  for  the 
payment  of  interest. 

■1.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date 
thereof,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  half-yearly  on 
the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  and  every 
year. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  debentures,  and  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  thereon,  an  equal  annual  special  rate  of 
2£  mills  in  the  dollar  shall  be  levied  and  collected,  in 
addition  to  all  other  rates,  in  each  year  upon  all  the 
rateable  property  in  the  said  City  during  the  currency 
of  the  said  debentures  or  any  of  them. 

6.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  said  rate  beyond  the 
amount  required  for  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the 
said  debentures  may  be  invested  from  time  to  time  as 
the  Trustees  appointed  in  that  behalf  may  direct,  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  a sinking  fund  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  said  debentures  as  they  respectively  be- 
come due,  without  prejudice  to  any  of  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  the  said  Council  by  the  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion.

8.  The  sum  appropriated  for  a contingent  reserve 
fund  under  section  10  of  this  by-law,  together  with  the 
amount  remaining  out  of  any  premium  realized  by  the 
sale  of  the  debentures  issued  under  the  authority  of 
this  by-law,  after  the  expenses  incurred  for  printing, 
advertising,  &c. , in  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  said  de- 
bentures shall  have  been  paid,  shall  be  set  aside  as  a 
“Contingent  Reserve  Fund”  and  there  shall  be  added 
to  such  fund  out  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  City 
such  sum  as  shall  be  required  to  bring  up  the  total  of 
said  contingent  reserve  fund  to  the  sum  of  $8,000,  and 
such  fund  shall  be  administered  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

9.  When  any  accepted  tender  for  work  to  be  done 
under  this  by-law  shall  be  less  in  amount  than  the 
sum  herein  appropriated  for  such  work,  then  in  that 
case  a sum  representing  the  difference  between  the 
amount  of  such  tender  and  the  amount  herein  appro- 
priated for  the  work  covered  by  such  tender  shall  be 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  contingent  reserve  fund 
created  by  section  8 of  this  by-law;  and  no  tender  for 
any  work  to  be  done  under  this  by-law,  the  amount  of 
which  shall  exceed  the  amount  herein  appropriated 
for  such  work  in  a proportion  greater  than  that  which 
the  said  contingent  reserve  fund  shall  at  the  time  of

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FIRE  LIMIT  EXTENSION  BY-LAW. 


A By-Law  to  extend  the  Fire  Limits  in  the  City  of 
New  Westminster. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  “Fire 
Limit  By  Law,  1886,”  and  the  “Fire  Limit 
By-Law,  1886,  Amendment  By-Law,  1887,”  so  as  to 
extend  the  said  limits  ; 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  The  “Fire  Limit  By-Law,  1886,  Amendment  By- 
Law,  1887,”  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  Section  1 of  the  “Fire  Limit  By-Law,  18S6,”  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor  : “ That  portion  of  the  City  of  New  West- 

minster contained  within  the  following  limits  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  said  City, 
namely  : — Commencing  on  Columbia  Street,  at  a point 
where  the  easterly  boundary  of  Blackwood  Street  i>ro- 
duced  would  intersect  the  southerly  boundary  of 
Columbia  Street ; thence  southerly  at  right  angles  to 
the  said  southerly  boundary  of  Columbia  Street  to 
Front  Street ; thence  westerly  along  said  street  to 
McNeely  Street ; thence  northerly  along  McNeely 
Street  to  Carnarvon  Street ; thence  easterly  along  Car- 
narvon Street  to  Sixth  Street ; thence  southerly  along 
Sixth  Street  to  Clarkson  Street ; thence  easterly  along 
Clarkson  Street  to  Fourth  Street;  thence  southerly 
along  Fourth  Street  to  Columbia  Street ; thence  east- 
erly along  Columbia  Street  to  the  point  of  commence- 
ment.” 

3.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Fire  Limit 
Extension  By-Law,  1890.”
